Students see France

The resignation of City Coun- 
oilman Alan Lambert has 
sparked a petition drive de- 
manding a general election to 
fill his unexpired term 

Lambert submitted a letter 
of resignation to Mayor Pro 
tern Mary Ann Banks Friday, 
following his admittance to the 
Romulus police force. Satur- 
day, he submitted the same let- 
ter to City Clerk Linda Choate 
as required by city charter. 

Lambert's refusal to resign 
his elected city post while in 
training as a police cadet had 
prompted controversy and 
allegations of conflict of in- 
terest, Lambert had failed to 
attend council meetings, but 
did not submit an official res- 
ignation until last week. 

Lambert’s resignation was 
formally acknowledged by 
councilmembers at their regu- 
lar meeting Monday night. At 
that time, resident Laura 
Branham presented coun- 
cilmembers with petitions con- 
taining 1,000 signatures re- 
questing a general election to 
fill Lambert’s term which ex- 
pires in November 1989, 

In her statement, Branham 
stated that Section 8.6 in the 
city charter allows fora special 
election. 

Section 8.6 reads: “Special 
City elections shall be held 
when called by resolution of the 
Council at least fifty (50) days in 
advance of such election, or 
when required by this Charter 
or general laws or the State. 
Any resolution calling a special 
election shall set forth the pur- 
pose of such election. No more

special City elections shall be 
called in any one year than the 
number permitted by statute. ” 

Brahnam went on to say that 
the “voice of the people must 
be heard” in the important 
matter of filling Lambert's 
vacancy. 

Banks told Branham and the 
audience, “I took an oath to 
carry out the laws of the Char- 
ter. ..(and the Charter) doesn't 
provide for anything but the 
office of Mayor.” Banks went 
on to say that she wished 
Brahnam and the other peti- 
tioners would have been 
advised that in order for a spe- 
cial election to occur a Charter 
revision must be made on Sec- 
tion 4.5 which deals with filling 
a vacancy in elective office 
(such as a councilmember), not 
Section 8.6 which deals with 
special elections. 

Banks referred to Section 4.5 
in the charter which prescribes 
the guidelines in which a

“Their studies 
are more important, students 
working is unheard of. If stu- 
dents pass college entrance ex- 
ams, their college is paid for 
but they have to sudy harder 
than over here,” 

Cichowski also observed that 
students in France did not join 
cliques like Americans. 

Kelly Miller agreed with 
Cichowski’s observations, 
“School is number one. The 
French students think school 
first, and being with friends is 
second.” Miller, however, did 
not think the French students 
were as mature as students in 
America. She had a 21 -year-old 
host brother in college and did 
not feel he took life as seriously 
as a 21 -year-old in the U.S. 4 ‘No 
one had jobs and they did not 
worry about their future. They 
tended to depend on their pa- 
rents (for necessities) and the 
parents don't mind.” 

Williams interjected that 
“Schoool is so much harder (in 
France) they cannot take jobs. 
People over there tend to see 
Americans as more materialis- 
tic because they go to college to 
make money.” The parents 
role in France, according to 
Williams, is to support their 
children’s educational and 
financial needs. 

Miller explained that she 
taught her French family to 
“be themselves” with her out- 
going nature. She climbed 
trees and made her host family 
laugh with her antics. She 
added, “My family was nice 
and treated me like their own 
daughter.” 

Heather Mabelitini thought it 
was weird watching ALF on 
television and hearing him 
speak in French, She and her 
host family watched television 
and played cards for recrea- 
tion, Mabelitini also taught her 
8-year-old sister how to play 
Fish. When he went to school,

Mabelitini found that students 
do not socialize at school as 
they do in the states. There are 
no extracurricular activities 
such as athletics or clubs in 
France.

As far as food goes, Mabeliti- 
ni had quite a shock when she 
was served a fish with its head 
still attached on Good Friday.

vacancy in the city council 
must be filled. The section pro- 
vides, "If a vacancy occurs in 
any elective office, then coun- 
cil by a majority vote of its 
members elect, shall fill such a 
vacancy within 45 days except 
as otherwise provided by this 
Charter for the unexpired term 
of such office.” 

Banks explained that the last 
part of the section referred to 
the office of mayor in which the 
mayor pro tern takes over in 
the event the mayor leaves 
office. 

Banks then asked that coun- 
cilmembers refer the petitions 
to the charter commission. 

In response to the appeal that 
"the people be heard,” Banks 
said, "the people have spoken 
when they voted to accept the 
charter.” 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry concurred with Banks 
and added that "the people 
have the right to change (the 
charter) if it goes through the 
proper procedures." 

Councilman Randoph Gear 
disagreed, however, stating, 
"My views are that (the people 
in Romulus) spoke even louder 
when they came up with 1,000 
signatures.” 

Banks countered by main- 
taining that the "people were 
misled in thinking that even 
LO00 signatures can change the

charter.” She explained to 
Brahnam that revisions to the 
charter must be voted upon. 

Ellis Pennington congratu- 
lated people that circulated the 
petitions and asked that the 
councilmembers take the peti- 
tions into account when revis- 
ing the charter. 

Romulus City Attorney Bar- 
ry Seifman said that any peti- 
tion presented to the council 
would be advisory only and 
that the councilmembers are 
obliged to act in accordance 
with the city charter* 

Seifman also explained that 
the word "shall” in Section 4*5 
means mandatory , This means 
that it is required that the city 
council, by majority vote, fill 
the vacancy Lambert left upon 
his resignation. If, at the end of 
the 45 days provided in the 
charter, the councilmembers 
do not reach a majority vote on 
a successor they might act on 
the petitioners’ request and ask 
for a revision of the city charter 
in regard to Section 4.5 so that a 
special election can be sche- 
duled, Seifman said. 

Until specifically asked to re- 
search the case, Seifman can 
only speculate on the situation 
and state the obvious, he said. 
Several city officials were 
also of the opinion that, realisti- 
I cally, a general election would 
take far more time to prepare 
than the 45 days allotted by the 
charter. The election w f ould 
have to be approved by both the 
county and state before it could 
take place.

Officials at the Central Wayne County Sanitation Authority placed 
two garbage- burning furnaces on line Monday, after an almost 
six-year shutdown of the facility, Ulrich Bauser (left), director of the 
authority, and Inkster City Councilman Patrick O'Neil Joined about 
100 guests in relighting the furnaces, which will be used to bum up 
to 500 tons of garbage each day produced by the five members 
communities of the authority — including Wayne, Westland, Gar- 
den City, Inkster and Dearborn Heights. The incinerators, located 
on Inkster Road, in Deartxjm Heights, were shut down in 1982 by 
officials from the federal Environmental Protection Agency be- 
cause they failed to meet clean-air standards. Voters in the five 
communities voted to finance improvements to the furnaces by 


approving a 1-mlll tax hike. Improvements to the facility, which 
were needed to comply with EPA standards and enable the federal 
agency to again allowing burning, were completed earlier this year 
at a total cost of about $12 million. The incinerators - built In 1964 
with two furnaces and added to in 1971 with a third furnace - are 
the answer to the problem of landfills for members of the authority, 
Bauser said. In the future, the third, unused furnace could be 
revamped and put on line, Bauser said, to accommodate garbage 
from communities other than the five members. Officials in Romu- 
lus and Dearborn have already expressed an interest in joining the 
authority, Bauser said.

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Pel owners in Wayne County 
are being reminded of the dan- 
ger, s of rabies and the need for 
vaccinations this week by offi- 
cials from the Wayne County 
Health Department and the 
state Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara has issued 
an advisory message to inform 
citizens about the need to have 
their pets immunized against 
rabies and not to hold, handle 
wild or stray animals. 

"As spring and summer 
months approach, there is 
greater likelihood for people to 
be exposed to wild and stray 
animals. Too often, individuals 
who mean well by feeding wild 
animals get scratched or bitten 
by the animal and thereby ex- 
pose themselves to potential 
life-threatening disease," 
McNamara said. “(The county 
health department) has re- 
ceived numerous reports about 
individuals exposed to wild ani- 
mals, including raccoons, 
skunks and stray domestic 
animals, such as dogs and cats. 
Some of these people will sub- 
sequently undergo expensive 
anti-rabies treatment/’ 

The number of animals with 
rabies has increased during the 
years, according to county re- 
cords. In 1987, the number of 
rabid animals was 28, which in- 
cluded 24 bats and four skunks. 
In 1986, 25 animals were re- 
ported, including 20 bats, three 
skunks, one raccoon and one 
fox. 

In 1988, so, far, three rabie- 
infected animals have been re- 
ported, including one dog, one 
cat and one bat. 

Domestic animals, such as 
dogs and cats, are more likely 
to result in human exposure to 
the disease, McNamara said. 

Dr. Donald Lawrenchuk* 
medical director of the Wayne 
County Health Department, 
said that “rabies in man is a 
serious disease and is virtually 
100 percent fatal once the cli- 
nical symptoms have begun. 
The rabies virus is usually 
spread through the bite of an 
infected animal but may occur 
through a scratch or other 
fresh break in the skin/’ 


In humans, the symptoms of 
rabies begin with a sense of 
apprehension, Lawrenchuk 
said. These may include 
headache, fever, malaise 
(general ill health) and changes 
in nerve senses. Paralysis 
usually follows, and spasms in 
the muscles used for swallow- 
ing can occur, resulting in the 
fear of water, hydrophobia. 

Delirium and convulsions 
follow, with death usual once 
symptoms occur. The incuba- 
tion period -or time from expo- 
sure to development of the dis- 
ease - of the virus in humans is 
usually two to eight weeks, 
Lawrenchuk said. However, 
cases have been as short as 10 
days and as long as one year 
after exposure. 

Rabies Can be found in a vari- 
ety of animals, according to 
Keith A, Tait, director of dis- 
ease control for the county 
health department. These in- 
clude dogs, cats, bats, rac- 
coons, coyotes, foxes, cows, 
horses, sheep, oxen, bobcats 
and a ferret. The most recent 
fatal case of the disease was in 
19 83, when a child was 
apparently bitten by a bat 

County officials are urging 
pet owners to consult their 
veterinarian and animal con- 
trol center about vaccinations 
and licensing to prevent future 
cases. 

In addition to the vaccina- 
tions. humans can avoid the 
potential for rabies by: 

■ Not keeping or handling 
■wild animals; 

■ Encouraging relatives, 
friends and neighbors to have 
pets vaccinated; 

■ If you are involved with or 
know of someone bitten or hav- 
ing contact with a potentially 
rabie-infected animal, seek 
medical attention as soon as 
possible. In all cases, the vic- 
tim’s wound should be evalu- 
ated by a qualified physician 
for possible treatment and 
wound management; and 

■ Report bite incidents to the 
local animal control center so 
that appropriate measures can 
be taken to quarantine the 
animal and/or make necessary 
arrangements to have the 
animal tested, if necessary.

Communities unite to curb drug crimes 

Western Wayne group makes 


Prevention in Detroit means 
dealers move to the suburbs

The crackdown on cocaine 
houses in the city of Detroit has 
been intense and well- 
publicized, But has it caused 
the drug dealers to move their 
“businesses" out of the city 
and into the suburbs? 

The increase in drug arrests 
during the past year may indi- 
cate that the “Detroit crack- 
down" 1 has had a negative 
effect on the surrounding com- 
munities. But experts believe 
that the increase in the number 
of felonies, which has almost 
doubled since 1983, has not 
been affected by efforts of the 
Detroit Police Department. 

“There has been an increase 
in the suburbs, but I don't think 
w r e have the problem the city 
has," said Lt. Roger Patel, of 
the Michigan State Police 
Narcotics Unit, in Livonia. 

“You are dealing with an ele- 
ment of people who are living in 
Detroit, To think that a local 
person is going to move into an 
unfamiliar area and a strange 
neighborhood to do his business 
just doesn't happen. 1 ' 

“Febple who run the crack 
houses do it in the houses they 
live in. They don't move just to 
sell crack, 1 ’ Allen said. 

However, Lt. Allen Brown, of 
the Michigan State Police De- 
partment Narcotic Unit, in 
Lansing, said the crack prob- 
lem is not limited to the city of 
Detroit. 

"The problem has spread all 
over the state," said Brown. 
“We have even found it in the 
Upper Peninsula." 

But both Brown and Patel 
agree that the problem begins 
in the inner city. 

“Most drug problems usual- 
ly start in Detroit and move all 
over the state," said Brown. 
11 And that is what we found to 
be happening with crack." 

"It (crack) is more available 
in the urban centers that have 
the higher population," ex- 
plained Patel. “But it is in the 


suburbs, there is no denying 
that." 

The State Police Narcotics 
Unit, in Livonia, includes the 
area north of Monroe, south of 
the Thumb area, as far west as 
Ann Arbor and east to Detroit - 
although the unit has little in- 
volvement in Detroit cases. 
The unit has been responsible 
for a marked number of arrests 
and seizures of cocaine. 

In 1986, 126,000 grams of 
cocaine were seized, compared 
to 11,000 grams in 1985. The 
number of felony violations for 
narcotics increased from 310 to 
767 in a three-year time span. 

"For the most part, these 
statistics are outside of De- 
troit," said Patel. "We do have 
some contact with Detroit, but 
they have their own unit that 
deals specifically inside the 
city.” 

Patel, who estimated that 
more than 80 percent of the 
narcotic violations are because 
of cocaine, said the number of 
class-one dealer arrests has in- 
creased from 37 to 66 since 1985, 

“A person who is capable of 
dealing a gram is considered a 
class five,” explained Patel. 
“A person who is capable of 
dealing more than 1,000 grams 
is considered a class one. It’s 
obvious that we are now getting 
more involved with higher- 
level deals," 

Patel said one of the reasons 
for the increase in crack is due 
to the simpler form of it, 

* 1 1 f you compare it to 
cigarettes, not everyone can 
afford a whole pack," he ex- 
plained. ”But most people 
could afford a single cigarette. 
And with cocaine, a piece of 
crack is easy to afford and is in 
a handier form than the 
powder." 

Patel added, however, that 
the reasons for the increase in 
arrests and seizures are not so 
easily explained.

progress in local drug war

A secluded alley, exterior of 
a bar and parking lot were once 
popular places for drug dealers 
to do their business in western 
Wayne County, 

It was often a problem police 
officials ignored or had too few 
employees to combat it. But the 
problem grew - not only in De- 
troit. but in Canton, Belleville, 
Wayne, Westland and every 
community across the country. 

Thus, the Western Wayne 
Narcotics Unit was formed, 

"I was very surprised with 
the amount of narcotic transac- 
tions that occur in Canton," 
said John Santomauro, public 
safety director for Canton 
Township and chairman of the 
board of directors for the 
WWNU. 

"Up until the formation of 
the unit, we were doing very 
passive drug enforcement. We 
are now doing very aggressive 
drug enforcement,” Santo- 
mauro said. 

The unit, formed in October 
1987, includes the communities 
of Canton Township. Ply- 
mouth, Wayne, Westland, 
Romulus, Belleville, Garden 
City, Livonia, Redford, and 
Northville. 

“Drug dealers operate in a 
multiple of jurisdictions, and it 
only made sense that we had a 
task force that covered more 
than just one community/ 1 
said Santomauro, 

"It also gives us a cost- 
effective approach in dealing 
with the drug problem. And it 
brings in to the unit a high level 
of expertise that a single unit 
couldn't have," 

The task force works in coop- 
eration with the Michigan State 
Police and the police depart- 
ments of each participating 
community. 

The goals of the unit, accord- 
ing to Santomauro, are to pro- 
vide participating law enforce- 


ment agencies within western 
Wayne County with the capa- 
bility of detecting, conducting 
surveillance of and 
approaching people who 
violate narcotic and drug laws 
across jurisdictional bound- 
aries, 

It is also designed to provide 
a means of training officers of 
the agencies in the techniques 
of narcotic and drug law en- 
forcement. 

Santomauro said all the 
members in the WWNU work 
under cover and are geared to 
street-level dealers. 

“We have been concentrat- 
ing with deals on the street, " he 
said, “But we have formed a 
new unit to deal with large, ma- 
jor drug operations. That unit 
is only three months old." 

Cocaine has been the watch- 
word for WWNU officers. 

“The majority of our efforts 
stem from cocaine com 
plaints," said Lt. Jack Gurska, 
a member of the unit. “The 
drugs have been in the suburbs 
all along, and we find a major 
ity of the crack in Romulus and 
Inkster." 

The WWNU has already been 
responsible for the confiscation 
of 8,178 grams of cocaine, 
which has a street value of 
approximately $800,000, 
according to Gurska, 

It is difficult to gauge, but I 
think there has been an in 
crease," said Santomauro, “I 
think there is a spill-over from 
Detroit, and, unfortunately, 
with the growth of narcotic use 
comes an increase in crime. 

Nevertheless, Santomauro 
believes the task force has been 
successful and hopes the 
efforts put a dent in the drug 
problem of western Wayne 
County. 

“I think the unit has paid off 
for the city of Canton and all the 
communities involved,” saic 
Santomauro,

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Police group backs 
area training center 


Police training for area de- 
partments is scheduled to be 
conducted in a new facility at 
Schoolcraft College beginning 
in May. 1989. 

Plans to establish a regional 
police training center are being 
developed through a consor- 
tium agreement between the 
Wayne County Sheriff's De- 
partment and the Wayne Coun- 
ty Police Chiefs Association. 
The establishment of the facil- 
ity at Schoolcraft College will 
absorb the training center now 
being operated in the former 
Cherry Hill High School by the 
Sheriff's Department- 
, Duties, responsiblities and 
by-laws are being developed by 
the advisory board in conjunc- 
tion with the Michigan Law En- 
forcement Gffife^s Training 
Council guidelines. The new 
center, to be named the Wayne 
County Regional Police Train- 
ing Center, is scheduled to run 
12 weeks during the spring and 
summer sessions with day-to- 
day operations assumed by 
Cooperating Educational In- 
stitution which includes ex- 
isting Sheriff's Department in- 
structors. 

The number of training ses- 
sions offered and anticipated 
enrollments w ill be determined 
by established needs of the 
police agencies, the Sheriff’s 
Department and pre-service 
students, according to a 
spokesperson from the Sher- 
iff’s Department. 

Police chiefs in the western 
Wayne County area, with the 
support of the Conference of 
Western Wayne, have sought to 


establish an academy at 
Schoolcraft College. In March, 
the 17-member CWW unani- 
mously backed the plan to 
establish a regional police 
academy. 

in a presentation made lo the 
CWW in March, Livonia Police 
Chief Wiliam Craig called the 
proposal "a natural extension' ' 
of the training programs 
already established at the col- 
lege. Craig said the new 
academy would provide a 
close, convenient center for 
training. He also said area 
police chiefs would have an in- 
put in the curriculum, instruc- 
tions and standards, 

Nancy Mouradian, 

spokesperson for the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department, 
confirmed that plans for the 
new academy include a council 
which w ould have input into the 
curriculum. She said that, 
4i based on their participation, M 
police chiefs from western 
Wayne County will have an 
opportunity to provide input for 
the academy through the 
council. 

Prior to the establishment of 
the consortium agreement, 
police chiefs had expressed 
concern that they did not have 
input into the curriculum of ex- 
isting training centers. For ex- 
ample, officers who trained in 
the Detroit-operated academy 
were required to spend many 
classroom hours studying De- 
troit ordinances which do not 
apply to their own municipali- 
ties . 


Hospitals begin centralization 


Centralization is the key word 
for the five Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority hospitals 
this month. 

PCHA officials said during 
the monthly meeting of the 
board of directors Thursday 
that all billing and collections 
functions are being moved from 
each of the five hospitals into the 
centrally located Westland 
Medical Center, on Merriman 
Road, Westland, The hospital 
authority has leased space at 
Westland Medical Center to 
house the new' department. 

PCHA hospitals include 
Annapolis, in Wayne; Beyer 
Memorial, Ypsilanti; Heritage, 
Taylor; Outer Drive, Lincoln 
Park: and Seaway, Trenton. 

PCHA Chief Financial Officer 
Tom Lesondaktold board mem- 
bers that, during the past three 
months, receivable have been 
reduced by 7 percent, resulting 
in improved cash flow. 

The centralization effort is 


already under way at Heritage 
Hospital, where receivable 
were reduced 18 percent, and at 
Outer Drive, where reciev- 
ables dropped by 16 percent, 
resulting in an increase in cash 
of approximately $2 million. 

In other board action 
Thursday: 

■ Members voted to renew 
the $15, 000 annual stipend paid 
to the chief of staff at each hos- 
pital. The stipend is in addition 
to his regular salary as a doctor. 

■ Members authorized the re- 
search and development of a 
feasibility study for the estab- 
lishment of oncological services 
that could be offered in one or 
more PCHA hospitals. Oncolo- 
gy is the branch of medicine 
dealing with tumors. 

■ Members did not take ac- 
tion on the proposed reorganiza- 
tion of the hospital authority. 
Planned is an affiliation of the 
authority with a tertiary educa- 
tional and medical agency.

Call for special vote 
is a dead-end effort 

More than l.ooo Romulus residents, reportedly, have taken an 
active role in the operation of their city government Such actions 
are commendable. 

They are also being made in vain. 

The residents are circulating and signing petitions calling for a 
special election in Romulus to find a replacement for Romulus 
Councilman Alan Lambert, Lambert resigned April 29, the same 
day he was sworn in as a certified police officer in the city. 

Under city charter, the remaining members of the council 
have 45 days to appoint a new member to the highest local 
legislative body . Their power is exclusive, according to state law; 
and is shielded from any special election or veto power of the 
mayor. 

Citizens signing the petitions are asking that a special election 
be called concerning the vacancy , . . "as provided by law/' their 
petitions state. Clearly; these citizens have been misinformed 
with tainted facts about such an election and were led to believe 
that they could force such a special vote by signing the forms. 

In fact, no matter how many signatures they file, no special 
election can be scheduled, since the city charter and state law 
make very clear the steps to be taken upon the vacancy of a 
council member. 

"If a vacancy occurs in any elective office, then the council by 
a majority vote of its members elect shall fill such vacancy 
within 45 days except as otherwise provided by this (city) charter 
for the unexpired term of office/ 1 states the Romulus City 
Charter, 

The fact that so many citizens have expressed a concern in this 
issue is encouraging. However, their hard work and efforts 
should not be wasted. 

II these citizens do not like the idea of council members having 
the power to appoint a new member to fill a vacancy, they should 
circulate petitions calling for a special election to change the 
language of the city charter to reflect such a disagreement. 

If these citizens wish to speak out on who Lambert's replace- 
ment should be, they should call their council members and 
attend council meetings to make their opinions known. 

The Lambert controversy has become a shameful example of 
politics and dignified public service bumping heads. Lambert, 
we maintain, should have resigned from his office when he en- 
tered the police academy in January 7 and began to stop attending 
council meetings. His lack of attendance at the meetings, failure 
to fully represent those who elected him and ramifications of the 
entire fiasco will leave a scar on the city history' books for years 
to come. 

The search for Lambert's replacement cannot become as con- 
troversial and as politically embroiled as the events that led up to 
his resignation. 

We urge citizens in Romulus to take a look at the law 7 in this 
matter and join their forces in a way that will be legally effective. 
Signing petitions to prompt a special council election is fruitless 
and an obvious waste of efforts. 

But by banding together, using the power of public opinion and 
ensuring that the Romulus City Council is a body of responsible 
public servants, these citizens can be heard and can make a 
difference. We're betting on it.

Dana's dreams eventually came true. She visited Disney 
World, rode in a semi-truck and enjoyed her new r puppy; thanks 
to several local fundraisers and charity groups. Indeed, Dana's 
example was set for us all. 

Dana's life ended last week. Gone, now, are her smile, her 
giggles and her general aura of good cheer. Gone too are any 
future dreams or goals. But the lessons she has taught us will 
never quite fade.

Teen health data 
has been deceiving 

In recent weeks, I have read 
several local newspaper articles 
concerning the Wayne- Westland 
Teen Health Center Planning 
Committee and claims for those 
who oppose a teen health center. 

The committee has been pro- 
jected as one that is innocently 
■‘assessing” the health needs of 
our local teens. On the other side, 
those who oppose a teen health 
center have been portrayed as 
misinformed, panicking parents 
who have jumped too far ahead of 
the situation, 

I have taken the time to perso- 
nally research the $20,000 plan- 
ning grant and state planning re- 
quirement, which this committee 
operates under. From these 
documents, it would appear that 
it was the committee that jumped 
too far ahead of the situation. 

Without considering the rights 
and opinions of the local parents, 
certain individuals, some who 
hold major public offices, repre- 
senting the Wayne- Westland 
community, have long since de- 
cided their desire for a teen 
health center. Many of them have 
been working behind the scenes 
since at least July 1987 to have 
such a center developed for the 


Wayn e-Westland school district. 

It was during July 1987 that Bill 
Sherman, teen health center 
planning committee chairman 
and Annapolis Hospital adminis- 
trator, received 15 letters from 
the above mentioned individuals. 
Out of the 15 letters submitted, 
almost half indicated their desire 
and support for a teen health cen- 
ter in the Wayne-WestJand dis- 
trict. 

These letters clearly demons- 
trate that not all those who hold a 
position on the Wayne-Westland 
Teen Health Center Planning 
Committee have an open mind to 
the opposing views, A previous 
claim that the “deck is stacked 0 
appears to have been a true state- 
ment. 

On page two of the planning 
grant proposal, it is reported that 
the Wayne County Health De- 
partment has provided the 
Wayne-Westland Teen Health 
Center Planning Committee with 
health statistics and data which 
indicate the need for additional 
health service planning. It is in- 
teresting to note that the Wayne 
County Health Department re- 
ceived this data through reports 
issued by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Public Health, the same 
agency that has decided that this 
state will establish 100 teen health 
centers /school-based clinics by 
the year 1990. 

If the Wayne-Westland Teen 
Health Center Planning Commit- 
tee. which, incidentally, has a 
new name - the W/W Teen 
Health Assessment Committee -

already received health data, 
what was the real purpose for the 
recent health surveys? The 
answer is to fulfill a state plan- 
ning requirement for a teen 
health center. 

A student health survey is a 
state-funding requirement which 
must be conducted within a 24- 
month period prior to operating a 
teen health center that receives 
state funds. 

It is obvious that the Wayne- 
Westland Teen Health Center 
Planning Committee has con- 
tinually tried to deceive the 
citizens of these communities. 
This newspaper has aided that 
deception, indirectly, by not 
accurately and thoroughly re- 
searching this very important

While reflecting on mother- 
hood for this Mother's Day, 
Schram said she wouldn't 
change much in raising her two 
daughters, Alison and Robin. 

“I wish 1 could have kept 
them younger longer/ 1 she said.

Christian Academy, which is lo- 
cated ^in Canton Township. 

Schram began her working 
career as a secretary at the Ply- 
mouth Christian Academy 
when her youngest daughter, 
Robin* started kindergarten. 

Before that, she had stayed at 
home with the children. 

"Pm very fortunate in that I 
work at the school they go to. 
Pm not away from them very' 
much," she explained. 

Schram said she has always 
spent a lot of time with her 
daughters because she enjoyed 
doing so.

IHe too precious 
to make changes’ 

Yreva Moore is an unusual 
woman. 

One of 10 children bom of a 
racially mixed marriage, 
Moore's father was the victim of 
a slaying. She survived the 
trauma and managed to raise 
five boys, who are “career- 
oriented and productive 
citizens," according to Yreva* 

"1 was U years old when it 
happened/' Moore said, '"The 
family didn't tell me what had 
happened until years later. We 
were living in Cleveland, Ohio, 
at the time, and my father work- 
ed as a welder. 

“One evening* (my father) 
didn’t come home. And there 
were tears in mother’s eyes* I 
knew something terrible had 
happened but didn’t know what. 

“Father was black* and 
Mother was a stubborn, lovable 
IrisIuEnglish woman. We were 
products of a mixed marriage. 
And what happened, I was later 
told, Dad got into some kind of 
argument at a bar* and he was 
killed by people of his own 


race*" 

Moore said time has helped 
ease the pain "but obviously the 
hurt of losing one’s dad the way 
I did remains in the back of my 
mind, and the memories are in- 
delible/ 1 she said. 

The five brothers in the fami- 
ly quickly took on the role of 
father. 

As a young girl, Yreva de- 
cided she would devote her life 
to helping others and prepared 
herself for missionary work* 
However, that career was later 
shelved* 

“I fell in love and married/ 1 
she said. 

In her first marriage, she be- 
came the mother of two chil- 
dren, Robert and Eric. 

After her first husband left 
her, Moore decided she would 
support herself. Fighting the 
obstacles of being a single pa- 
rent* she moved her young 
family to Michigan and re- 
turned to the classroom, where 
she eventually earned a degree 
in education. 

Moore supported her family 
as a substitute teacher in the 
Romulus school district. In 1968, 
she remarried and became the 
mother of three more children, 
York, Ragnar and Gary. 

Raising five boys hasn't been 


easy on her or her family, e*spe- 
cially when her second husband 
left, Moore admitted. 

"I was determined to make 
sure that my kids would get the 
kind of education that would en- 
able them to live fruitful and 
happy lives/ 1 
She is nearing that goal, 
Robert* now 27 , is in the field 
of medicine and is doing his re- 
sidency at Burgess Hospital in 
Kalamazoo, Eric, 24, is a year 
away from receiving his degree 
in urban planning from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan-Ann Arbor. 
York, 19, is a 3,7 scholar at the 
University of Michigan- 
Dear bom, where he is majoring 
in psychology. Ragnar, 16, is a 
sophomore at Robichautl High 
School, and Gary* 13, is a 
seventh-grader at the jrunior 
high.. 

While the kids were in school, 
Moore found time to return to 
college and receive a master's 
degree* She also has found time 
to squeeze in classes in compu- 
ter science* photography, sculp- 
ture and drawing* 

What secret formula, if any, 
does this single parent have for 
raising children who, obviously, 
have education and careers on 
their minds? 

“Self-dignity and self-image 
are the most important ingre- 
dients in life," Moore said, “And 
before you can teach any one 
that or generate it yourself* you 
must have it yourself, 

“I like my life, and I love my 
children. They know it, and I tell 
them that constantly. The 
things I have learned through 
experience is that having 
money is really not an asset, but 
having a loving and caring

Motherhood is a challenge in 1 980s lifestyles

“If 1 could change my past behavior as a 
parent. I’d be more confident in my deci- 
sions," is one of the most common state- 
ments heard by Carolyn Chapin, parenting 
class instructor and a psychologist in pri- 
vate practice. 

Inexperience often accounts for lack of 
confidence in parenting, she said. The first 
child is sometimes described as the one 
“on which the parent learns.” Older pa- 
rents, on the other hand, have experiences 
on which to draw, and they understand 
themselves, their children and life in 
general better than they did in earlier 
years. 

Lack of confidence in ore’s parenting 
ability often causes mothers to “go exactly 
by the book" - a method which may not be 
the best approach to parenthood, accord- 
ing to Chapin. While the instructor sees 


value in using a child care book as a guide- 
line, she also sees a danger in the lack of 
flexiblity and the inability to address natu- 
ral differences when one ‘goes by the 
book." 

Chapin recalled that during the time 
when her mother was raising her children, 
“the book" said that infants should be fed 
on schedule and not when they appeared to 
be hungry. Consecjuently, many babies 
cried in hunger and fussed through the 
night because their food schedule was not 
adequate for them. 

In her own experience, Chapin remem- 
bered feeding her child cereal at night to 
ensure that the infant’s hunger would be 
satisfied and the child would sleep through 
the night, 

“The difference is self-confidence/ 1 
Chapin said. “Those who lack confidence 
may be too timid to vary from the instruc- 
tions written by an expert, but the confi- 
dent person will use some flexibility and 


common sense to fit the situation/’ 

She noted that there is a danger any time 
someone uses a book “as a bible" rather 
than as a guideline. 

The need for flexibility is shown in the 
number of mothers who have expressed 
the belief that they have been either too 
strict or too lenient with their children. 
Either extreme is not good, according to 
Chapin. 

T lot of these problems go back to the 
need for confidence," Chapin said. “One 
way to become more confident is to get 
together with a group of parents - either 
with friends or a professionally moderated 
group - as a way of checking oneself out 
with what other parents are doing and to 
gain support from the other parents." 

She noted that insecure parents are 
“often insecure people,” who could gain 
help with their problem through a human 
potential seminar, a group that deals with 
growth, or therapy.”

DON’T LET

YOUR LIFE

You’re suffering. You’ve been hurting 
lor a long time. Maybe it's from a back 
injury, or, perhaps it’s from migraine 
headaches. Nothing seems to help. Pain 
persists despite traditional medical 
treatments such as surgery or pain 
medication, IPs changing your entire 
outlook on life, 

PAIN AFFECTS 
QUALITY OF LIFE 

Whatever the cause of your pain, 
when it becomes long term, it affects all 
aspects of living — it causes worry and 
despair, strains family relationships, and 
makes it difficult to go to work each 
day or even hold a job. 

Besides disease, some of the most 
common causes of chronic pain are 
auto accident injuries, and accidents 
that occur on ihe job. 

If you suffer from chronic pain, you 
are not alone. There are 50 million 
Americans who are disabled from 
chronic pain, with two-chtrds of them 
suffering from lower back pain and 
headaches. Others endure leg pain, 
sciatic nerve pain, and rheumatoid 
arthritis. 


WHAT IS CHRONIC PAIN? 

Chronic pain is different from acute 
pain such as a fracture or a toothache. 
When the fracture heals or the tooth is 
pulled, the pain goes away 
Chronic pain may last from six 
months to many years. It can range in 
sensation from sharp to dull, and 
change frequently, 

CHRONIC PAIN SYNDROME 
When people suffer wiih pain for 
long periods of lime, they may develop 
an illness behavior pattern known as 
“chronic pain syndrome'* 

Psychological problem s*develop as a 
result of the constant pain. The pain 
becomes the center of their existence. It 
controls their lives, interfering with 
work, sleep, eating habits, emotional 
outlook, family relationships, exercise, 
activity, and self-esteem. Depression, 
feelings of hopelessness and helpless- 
ness, even suicidal thoughts are pan of 
the syndrome and are not uncommon. 

CHRONIC PAIN MANAGEMENT 
After traditional treatments have been 
utilized and pain continues to persist, 
the concept of "pain management” is 
an excellent alternative.

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While this has been done be- 
fore, and there may be people 
tired of it, there are others who 
have strongly suggested that a 
real public service could be 
done with the revelation of a 
good chocolate mousse recipe 
Personally, 1 wondered about 
the real intrinsic value of such 
an effort, particularly in light of 
the numerous new pre- 
packaged mixes which allege to 
simulate the real culinary de- 
light of a good chocolate (or 
chocolate mint, or chocolate 
almond or chocolate chocolate) 
mousse. Alright, 1 admit it. I 
tried one of them. I can only de- 
scribe the taste as somewhat 
akin to attempting to ingest 
melted plastic which has been 
left wrapped in aluminum foil 
near a toxic waste site for about 
three weeks 

So, as a public service, and a 
demonstration of the good win 
that lurks in my heart* I am 
going to provide a pair of my 
favorite recipes for real choco- 
late mousse Caution These 
may look or sound difficult. 
They are not 

And another reason I'm doing 
this is I learned that the hus- 
band of a non-cooking co- 
worker developed a passion for 
mousse on a recent cruise. To 
make her life a little more diffi- 
cult. I thought I'd reveal the sec- 
ret to success of mousse and 
watch him coerce her into the 
kitchen. As she said* however, 
“It just seems a shame to kill a 
whole mousse for the two of us,” 

Chocolate mousse 


10 ounces semisweet chocolate 

2 tablespoons sweet unsalted 

butter 

4 egg yolks 

6 tablespoons sugar 

1/4 cup brandy 

nv. t aten until stiff 

1 cup whipping cream, 
whipped 

2 ounces whipped cream 

1 teaspoon shredded choco- 
late, for garnish 

In a stainless steel bowl, place 
chocolate and butter Place bowl 
in the top of a double boiler* set 
over simmering water to melt 
chocolate. In a separate bowl, 
mix egg yolks and sugar until 
lemon colored. Add brandy and 
mix well. Add chocolate mixture. 
Mix until smooth. Place in freez- 
er, stirring often until cool or 
temperature becomes 75-80 de- 
grees, Fold in egg whites. Place 
in refrigerator for approximately 
30 minutes or until it gets cool and 
stiff. Fold in whipped cream and 
refrigerate for at least six hours 
or until stiff. Place 6 ounces of 
mousse in serving dish or cham- 
pagne flute. Top with whipped 
cream and garnish with shred- 
ded chocolate. 

French mousse 

1 2-quart mold or 6-8 individual 
molds 

3 ounces sweet chocolate (try 
to get Maillards) 

2 tablespoons extra-strong 
cold coffee 

1 teaspoon instant coffee 
powder 

4 eggs separated 
1/2 cup sugar 
Pinch salt 

I 1/2 cups heavy cream, 
whipped 

Melt the chocolate in the top of 
a double boiler. Blend in the cof- 
fees well, then set aside to cool. 
Beat the egg yolks until lemony, 
add the sugar and salt and beat 
again Add the cooled chocolate 
mixture and blend thoroughly. 
Beat the egg whites until stiff 
peaks form and fold into the 
chocolate mixture. Then fold in 
the whipped cream. Spoon into a 
2-quart mold or individual molds 
and chill for 2 to 3 hours before 
serving. Garnish with more whip- 
ped cream* chocolate fudge 
sauce or strawberries or cher- 
ries. 


FISH STORIES: A COOK’S SPECIALTY 


Whether clams, cod or shark, 
fish adds flavor to any meal

F ish stories just might be 
a cook's best friend 
Fresh stories* that is. 

The secret to prepar- 
ing good fish is in making sure it's 
fresh, according to Owen Arent* of 
the Plymouth Fish Co,, in Ply- 
mouth. 

Fish itself doesn't smell. It is the 
bacteria that smells, Arent said 
The longer fish sits out* the more 
of an odor it acquires. 

Fish should be kept on ice and 
dry - not in water - Arent said It 
can stay in a refrigerator for a few 
days* but is best kept on ice* Arent 
said. # 

Different types of fish spoil at 
different rates. Southern fish tends 
to spoil more quickly than cold- 
water fish, Arent said. 

“Cold-water 
fish lasts longer. 

IPs a better quai 
ity fish,” he ex- 
plained 

In addition* 
cold-water fish 
has less bacteria 
because the wa- 
ter the fish live 
in has fewer pa- 
rasites and bac- 
teria to feed on. 

When prepar- 
ing fish. Arent 
warns cooks not 
to overcook As 
in preparing 
steak* it's best to 
test the fish for 
doneness. 

“Keep watching it when it's cook- 
ing. Don’t walk away*” he said, 
said* 

The most common mistake peo- 
ple make when preparing fish is 
overcooking it, 

“The main thing with almost 
any fish is you don't want to dry it 
out,” Arent said. 

“The flavor is going to be in the 
moisture. If you dry it out, you 
cook the flavor out of it.” 

The most popular method of 
cooking fish is broiling or grilling. 
Fish remains a popular item year- 
round* especially during the sum- 
mer months when the price is re- 
duced, The cost-savings is due to 
the number of people who fish on 
their own and, thus, reduce the 
grocer's demand, 

Scrod is one of the more popular 
types of fish in this area* Arent 
said. It's a standard, basic fish, he 
explained. 

Ocher seafoods are also popular. 
At times, several hundred 
pounds of shrimp are sold at the 
Plymouth Fish Co* 

“All the big holidays are big 
shrimp days,” Arent said. 

The best type of shrimp is white 
shrimp, although it conies in many 
varieties* A larger fresh-water 
shrimp is great when prepared on 
a grill* Arent said. 

“But it's not much for shrimp 
cocktails,” he added. 

Oysters, another popular sea- 
food, are best when purchased 
live. Once the shells are open, they 
are dead, Arent said. 

After shucking the oyster (re- 
moving the shell), oysters can be 
used for stewing or frying. Some 
people eat them raw. 

The following recipes from 
Arent* however, require a bit of 
cooking. 

Basic fish batter 

1 egg yolk 

1/2 cup ice water 

3/4 cup self-rising flour 

Batter is for normal cooking period 
of 10 to 15 minutes. When preparing 
large cuts of fish in chunk* fillet* steak 
or frozen form, these should be 1/2 inch 
or thicker. 

Beat egg yolk in a mixing bowl. Add 
ice water and beat again until yolk is 
well-blended Add flour and stir with a 
spoon, but do not smooth the mixture. 
It should remain slightly lumpy. 

Keep the batter absolutely cold until 
ready for use. Make batter several 
hours in advance and store it in the 
refrigerator with the fish pieces to be 
cooked. When cooking oil is bubbling* 
drop the fish into the batter and drop 
into the pan or fry basket. 


Wisconsin fish boil 

12 pounds fish steaks* 1-inch thick 
24 medium -sized potatoes (about 8 
pounds) 

12 onions (about 3 pounds) 

10 quails water 
2 pounds salt 

1 to 1 1/2 cups melted butter 

Scrub potatoes* but don't peel them. 
Cut a thin slice from each end. Potatoes 
should be of uniform size. Peel onions* 
but leave whole. Place potatoes and 
water in a double kettle and bring to a 
boil. 

Gradually add 1 pound of the salt so 
as not to stop the boiling. Boil for 12 
minutes. Add onions and continue to 
boil for 6 minutes. 

Meanwhile* place fish steaks in the 
upper pot. After 18 minutes* drop the 
upper pot into the boiling kettle When 

the water returns 
to a boil, gra- 
dually add the 
second pound of 
salt and cover 
the pot. Boil for 
11 minutes. Lift 
out fish, potatoes 
and onions and 
serve with butter 
on top. Makes 
about 12 serv- 
ings. 

If using a sing- 
le kettle* place 
fish directly on 
top of potatoes 
and onions. Suit- 
able fish for this 
recipe include 
cod, haddock* 
halibut, king mackerel, lake trout* red 
snapper, salmon and wahoo whitefish. 

Baked striper 
In white wine 

1 striped bass, 3 to 6 pounds 
Salt and pepper 

Juice of 1 1/2 lemons 

2 1/2 teaspoons butter 
I onion* chopped 

I cup dry white wine 

1 cup water 

2 tablespoons chopped 
mushrooms 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 
I garlic clove* minced 
Pinch each of dried marjoram 
and thyme 
Dash of cayenne 

i 

Clean fish thoroughly. Hub in- 
side and out with salt and pepper 
and the juice of one-half a lemon. 
Butter a baking pan and add chop- 
ped onion and wine, Place the fish 
on this mixture and dot with small 
pats of remaining butter. Bake in 
preheated 425- to 450-degree oven 
for 20 to 25 minutes or until fish 
flakes when tested with a fork. 

Baste frequently with pan juices. 
Transfer fish to a serving platter 
and add to the baking pan the re- 
maining lemon juice* the water* 
mushrooms, parsley* garlic* herbs 
and cayenne. Mix well with pan 
juices over low heat on top the 
stove. When reduced to a sauce* 
season to taste. Pour over fish 
when ready to serve. Makes three 
to six servings. 

Savory grouper stew 

1 pound grouper fillets or other 
fish fillets 

1 cup chopped onion 

1/3 cup melted margarine or 

cooking oil 

1 poupd* 12 ounces tomatoes 

2 cups diced potatoes 
1 cup water 

1/4 cup ketchup 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
Pepper 

1 pound mixed vegetables 

Thaw frozen fillets. Skin fillets* 
cut fillets into about 1 -inch-square 
pieces. In a 3-quart saucepan* cook 
onions in margarine or oil until 
tender. Add tomatoes* potatoes* 
water, ketchup, salt and pepper to 
taste. Cover and simmer for 30 mi- 
nutes. 

Add fish* mixed vegetables and 
liquid. Cover and simmer for ab- 
out 15 minutes longer or until the 
potatoes are tender and fish flakes 
easily when tested with a fork.

seven years ago* he said. Now* Stevano- 
vich wants to add more space, 

' We are definitely going to enlarge 
the store. We are thinking about adding 
a walk-in cooler to store the wedding 
cakes. 

“Between yesterday and today* we 
made about 275 cakes. Also* we made 13 
wedding cakes/’ said Stevanovich* who 
mentioned that his business specializes 
in cake decorating and baking.

The Open Market Committee 
has moved interest rates to the 
point that the spread between 
Fed funds and the prime rate is 
less than 2 percent.

Allowing the prime rate 
to increase will send a very 
negative signal -inflation fears 
will rule market action. 

The expectations of higher 
interest rates this week will 
keep bonds and interest- 
sensitive issues under selling 
pressure.

New crime 
will benefit 

According to many surveys, 
a growing number of Michigan 
residents are afraid they may 
become victims of crime. In 
recognition of this, one of the 
top priorities of the Legislature 
this year has been a package of 
bills to reduce crime, drug 
abuse and juvenile delinquen- 
cy in our state. 

Much of the 69-biLl package 
has been passed by the Legisla- 
ture and become law. Juvenile 
crime is a main target of the 
program, since the young 
offenders of today are the har- 
dened criminals of tomorrow. 

One new law will assure that 
the police and prosecutors 
have access to arrest and fing- 
erprint information on juve- 
niles accused of assaultive 
offenses. Prior to the change, 
there was no consistent report- 
ing of arrest or sentencing in- 
formation on juvenile cases. 

The extent of juvenile crime 
and the court ability to deal 
with it has been somewhat hid- 
den. Other legislation in the bill 
package requires all juvenile 
court delinquency proceedings 
to be open to the public. Abuse 
and neglect proceedings could 
be open as well, except when 
the court determines that the 
courtroom must be closed to 
protect the interests of the 
child 

The new laws also guarantee 
the presence of counsel at juve- 
nile court proceedings where 
the juvenile has been accused 
of committing a serious assaul- 
tive crime. 

In the past, the juvenile court 
could maintain jurisdiction 
over a youthful offender only

until he or she reached the age 
of 19. Release from supervision 
may be inappropriate if the 
youth has committed a serious 
offense or if he or she is suc- 
cessfully engaged in a treat- 
ment or vocational program. 
New laws addressing this con- 
cern mandate that the juvenile 
court may now retain jurisdic- 
tion over a youthful offender 
until age 2L 

One proposal still being cons- 
idered would leave the respon- 
sibility of juvenile sentencing 
in the hands of judges by elimi- 
nating the Youth Parole and 
Review Board over a three 
year period. Delinquent youth 
would remain under the juris- 
diction of the court regardless 
of w hether the youth is commit- 
ted for treatment or imprison- 
ment. 

There are no easy answ r ers to 
the question of how to deal with 
youth crime. But the new 
approaches being put into 
place by the Legislature prom- 
ise greater effectiveness in 
bringing the problem under 
control.

privacy fence, stop erosion and 
help aerate the soil, Crimboli 
said. 

Crimboli recommends that, 
when landscaping, homeow- 
ners should stay away from 
rigid, straightlines. Softer lines 
help break the straight lines of 
the driveway, sidewalks and 
house. 

Paying attention to seasonal 
aspects of the yard also helps, 
he said. Flowering trees in 
spring, evergreens in winter 
and flowering plants in summer 
can add much to the aesthetics 
of a yard. 

When people start looking for 
a home, they are smiling and 
happy. As they examine the 
home and find flaws they stop 
smiling. If a home is neat and 
well taken care of, they keep 
smiling, according to Alfred 
Scarcelli, manager of Century 
21 Cook and Associates, in West- 
land. 

‘Good landscaping helps 
maintain a marketable sale 
price,” Scarcelli said, 

"When it doesn't look good, 
that will start deducting from 
the price,” he said. “The buyer 
knows it will take w-ork and 
money to landscape.” 

A recent Gallup poll asserts 
that attractive landscaping can 
increase the value of residential 
property by as much as 15 per- 
cent.

Nicolosi offers these land- 
scaping tips: 

■ Deal only with a well- 
established greenhouse or 
landscaping firm; 

■ Set a budget and stick to it : 

■ Visit local arboretums or 
parks to see what grows well in 
the part of the country the resi- 
dence is located: 

■ Keep in mind how much 
time it will take to keep up the 
landscaping; 

■ Plant leaf-bearing trees on 
the south or west side of the 
home to provide cooling shade 
in summer; 

■ Plant evergreens on the 
north or east side to serve as a 
wrindbreak. Properly used 
trees can account for a 20 per- 
cent decrease in energy costs; 

■ Raise the lawn mower 
blade and don't cut grass too 
often Weeds can’t get started 
in 4-inch high grass; 

■ Remove the twine from 
around the burlap of balled 
trees. Twine doesn't rot and 
will slowly strangle the supply 
of nutrients to the tree; and 

■ Buy a good book on land- 
scaping rather than wasting 
money on exotic chemicals or 
worthless advice.

She’s been on safari in Africa, 
stranded on a mountain in Peru - 
and she’s the only woman who 
works full-time as a police officer 
with the Sumpter Township 
police. 

Corporal Wanda Elden* 48, 
wants to see the entire world and 
loves trips where she "roughs it ” 

From trading her clothes for 
swords in Africa, to having 
guinea pigs run over her neck in a 
liut in Peru, Elden thrives on her 
trips to other lands. 

Bom in Montana* but raised in 
Taylor, Elden has been married 
and divorced. She has raised four 
children, Paul, Laura, Timothy 
and Joan, 

She now resides in Sumpter 
Township, in a 70-year-old home 
that she helped fix up with a lot of 
hard work. The view from her 
home is of Sherwood Lake, which 
is one of her pet projects. 

After years of working as a 
secretary, she now finds herself 
working as a police officer, which 
she says was no easy feat. She 
works on a force of five other 
officers and the police chief. 

ASSOCIATED NEWSPAPERS: 
How did you get in vol ved m police 
work ? 

ELDEN: I came to work in ’72 as 
secretary to the supervisor. That 
was a little political. Then I ran 
for office on an opposing slate 
from the supervisor. 1 lost by 33 
votes. It was a split election three 
parties were running. 

After that, in '74, 1 started back 
to work for the township, From 
there, it evolved to my position 
today, which was not without a 
great deal of effort. 

It’s much easier for women 
now 1 think than then. I was 
opposed by a lot of people at the 
time, I went to the reserve 
academy. Then, in late ’79 and 
'80, I went to the academy and 
graduated. Still 1 ran into some 
opposition from some of the 
board members about putting 
me on the police department. I 
had some opposition from the 
men along the way. It never 
seems to be an issue of promotion 
when it comes to the men. Every 
time I do something, I have to do 
it to the letter. I have to do it the 
best. 1 did take the promotional 
exam and successfully passed it. 
I'm a corporal here, which is our 
only rank next to the chief. So I’m 
second in command to the chief, 
which is rather unusual because 
more departments have ranks 
from corporal, sergeant, lieute- 
nant and deputy chief et cetera. 

While I was at the reserve 
academy, I received the scholas- 
tic achievement award. There 
were about 100 reserve officers 
there from all over the state of 
Michigan, I was asked to join the 
executive board of the Michigan 
Police Reserve Training Council* 
and I did. After that, I ran for 
office for the Michigan Police Re- 
serve Training Council, which is 
the only training facility for re- 
serve officers in the state of 
Michigan. I then won the election 
and became executive director. 
My plaque says I retired in 1981,

ANP: Are there any other 
women besides you in this police 
department? 

ELDEN: My daughter (Laura) is 
a reserve officer here. She also 
went to the reserve police 
academy and, by one point, mis- 
sed receiving the scholastic 
achievement award. But, then, 
she probably felt a lot of pressure 
from me. I have to do this - Mom 
did this, which is not the case. I 
was quite proud of her scholastic 
achievements* even though she 
wasn't number one. She did very 
well. 

ANP: We understand you are 
involved with the Sherwood Park 
project. 

ELDEN: Currently I'm co- 
chairman of the steering commit- 
tee for the development of Sher- 
wood Park, which is kind of spe- 
cial to me, and I’m really pleased 
that the board has allowed me to 
take on this project, because I 
really love wildlife. I’ve always 
been an outdoor person. I came 
up in a hunting, fishing family. 
It s just a part of my life, and the 
outdoors is a part of my life* so 
much so that through my travels 
throughout the years have been 
backpacking, kayaking, hiking, 
scuba diving, whatever it is that 
you can see the outdoors. Over 
the years Pve just accumulated a 
lot of knowledge. 

Tm wrapped up in Sherwood 
Park The township acquired 
ownership of it in the late 70s. It 
was owned by development com- 
panies. Prior to that, it was 
actually part of the farm I’m liv- 
ing on. We didn't know that prop- 
erty was up for sale w hen it was. 
We bought 43 acres. There's a 
pretty lake there. It's become a 
dump site. On the 23rd* we held a 
cleanup project. The township 
has approved a committee of 
citizens to see what we could do. 
They have been very receptive to 
my ideas and thoughts on the de- 
velopment of it

Our primary goal is to clean it 
up. Our second goal is to have a 
fence or secure it in some way. 
We have picnic tables coming in. 
We have established a parking 
lot. It’s more of a low-impact 
park right now. There are deer 
there, raccoons, geese, ducks* 
blue heron and a fox den. I just 
think it’s a wonderful place for 
school kids to come, 

ANP: How do you decide where 
you are traveling to? 

ELDEN: Since I was a kid, I 
have wanted to see the entire 
world. I’m serious. I have wanted 
to travel all my life. Growing up 
When I didnT have the opportun- 
ity to travel. Three of my four 
kids just recently finished scuba 
diving. So we're going to go to 
Mexico. So for a change, my kids 
are going to come with me. They 
don’t like travel as much as I do. 


It’s not really the travel for me, 
it’s seeing the country- I don't do 
cities and hotels and the usual 
tours and things because I really 
want to see the country.

ANP: How do you go about 
traveling and how do you end up 
in such exotic places ? 

ELDEN: When I want to go 
somewhere, 1 just write to the 
chamber of commerce and hook 
up with an outfitter that win take 
me where I want to go. Some- 
times* it was a bad outfitter and a 
bad trip. And, sometimes, it was 
really great. 

I’ve met a lot of really great 
people, I still correspond with a 
couple of men from Australia 
that I met when I was in Alaska. I 
went kayaking and backpacking 
through the glaciers and fjords in 
Alaska.
